Fischer arrived on the scene 


only to see the coattails of the 
Russian champ, Boris Spassky, 
flying out the back door. The 
Russian said he had been in- 
sulted by the American's 
holdout. 


And finally, tournament 


officials and the press and 
television are at war because 
television rights have already 
been sold, restricting news 
coverage of the scheduled 
match. 


On this last item I am as 


confused as you are— I simply 
can't imagine chess, an 
exquisite study in still life, 
being turned into entertainment 
on the picture tube. 


I once had a harrowing ex- 


perience with a chess player 
and it didn't endear the game to 
me. As a young man I was a 
pretty fair hand at checkers, 
regularly beating my second 
brother, the late Lindsley M. 
Washburn ; but one day while in 
Pennsylvania on vacation I tied 
into him at checkers and I 
failed even to reach the king 
row in 12 consecutive games. 


Our 
mother 
suggested, 


sagely: "Perhaps you don't 
know that since you've moved 
to Arkansas your brother has 
become chess champion of the 
Pennsylvania state house:" ---- 


So my observations on the 


world championship match in 
Iceland are what you might call 
highly prejudiced.

Rare session of court sought 


Guonfoiiomo 
withdrawal 
demanded 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


Union today demanded the "un- 
conditional withdrawal" of the 
U.S. naval base at Guantanamo 
Bay and pledged to continue 
supplying massive economic 
and military aid to Fidel Cas- 
tro's Communist regime. 


The Kremlin demand was 


made in a 4,000-word joint So- 
viet-Cuban communique pub- 
lished today as Castro left the 
Soviet Union for home after an 
11-day visit. 


"The Soviet leaders have 


once again stated that the So- 
viet Union resolutely condemns 
the economic and political 
blockade of Cuba conducted by 
the United States," the commu- 
nique declared. 


There must be an "uncon- 


ditional withdrawal of 
the 


American Guantanamo naval 
base, which, contrary to the 
sovereign will of the Cuban 
people, exists on Cuban territo- 
ry," it added. 


Communist sources said Cas-

LONDON (AP) — Western 


diplomats have been specula- 
ting on chances that Russia and 
China may separately be urg-

solutely no evidence to suggest

that the Russians or Chinese in 
fact are exercising any effec- 
tive pressures on North Viet- 
nam. 


In the one sector where Mos- 


cow and Peking could reinforce 
any advice in favor of a settle- 
ment-in the supply of arms 
and other military aid—there 
has been no sign of a cutoff of 
aid.And these Western authorities 
said they doubt very much if 
the competing Russians and 
Chinese would expose them- 
selves to charges of betraying 
Hanoi by seeming to turn on 
them so soon before the re- 
sumption of the Paris peace 


talks next week. 


Spokesmen for the Soviet and 


Chinese embassies here de- 
clined formal comment on a re- 
port that their governments 
have been pressing Hanoi to 
end the war soon. 


A source close to the Chinese 


embassy said: "No member of 
the Chinese mission could con- 
ceivably discuss Peking's deal- 
ings with Hanoi in this way." 


During his mission to Mos- 


cow. President Nixon devoted 
hours of his time to discussing 
with Soviet leaders ways of 
ending the Vietnam war. It be- 
came everyone's secret that he 
sought Soviet help toward that 


goal. 


In the wake of Nixon's visit, 


President Podgorny journeyed 
to Hanoi where. Western diplo- 
mats said, he got a lukewarm 
reception. 


Western authorities still are 


unsure if this was due to 
Hanoi's resentment against the 
Russians for permitting the 
summit talks to take place at a 
time when U.S. bombing was 
going on and U.S. mining of 
North Vietnamese ports was 
taking place. That could have 
been a factor. Another factor 
could have been Hanoi's hostil- 
ity to the advice Podgorny was 
offering.

Budget plan

Leading the Nixon adminis- 


tration attack

Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation front-runner on the eve 
of the Miami Beach convention, 
Laird again characterized 
McGovern's defense program 
as "tantamount to a white flag 
of surrender." 


"The so-called white flag 


budget substitutes a philosophy 
of give-away now, beg later, for 
a philosophy of strength and 
willingness to negotiate" as fol- 
lowed by the Nixon adminis- 
tration, Laird said at a news 
conference in which he released 
two documents containing the 
Pentagon's 
analysis 
of 


McGovern's proposals. 


The Defense chief first re- 


ferred to McGovern's plan as 
representing the white flag of 
surrender in a June 5 appear- 
ance before Sen. William Prox- 
mire's foreign operations sub- 
committee and in response to 


Proxmire's request agreed to 
present a detailed analysis 
backing up his charge. 


Laird told newsmen that he 


had intended to wait until after 
the Democratic convention be- 
fore releasing the analysis but 
decided to go ahead after Prox- 
mire accused him of breaking a 
promise to document his at- 
tacks against McGovern. 


In his proposal to trim de- 


fense spending, McGovern has 
proposed a defense budget of 
$54.8 billion by fiscal 1975, some 
132.5 billion less than the cur- 
rent Nixon budget would cost 
three years hence.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Bond 


of $5,000 was set Wednesday for 
Carroll W. Wells, 38, of Little 
Rock who was arrested earlier 
in the day by the FBI on 
charges of possession of stolen 
property.

Herbert E. Hoxie, special

Whitelaw, had warned that no 
more such no-go areas would 
be tolerated. The UDA in effect 
was telling him he had to back 
down or face the possibility of 
an armed challenge to the 
army. 


The UDA, which claims it 


can bring thousands of armed 
fighters into the streets, also 


said that during their two-week 
"peace and grace" period, 
their men would be "standing 
in full strength to protect any 
area" during the processions 
July 12 of the Protestant Or- 
ange Order. 


This was a warning to both 


the British and the Roman 
Catholics not to interfere with 
the parades, which the Catholic 
minority regards as a provoca- 
tive demonstration of Protes- 
tant domination in Northern 
Ireland. Both Protestant and 
Catholic 
marches 
have 


frequently touched off commu- 
nal fighting in the past three 
years of violence. 


The UDA last weekend barri- 


caded five Protestant areas to 
protest Whitelaw's refusal to in- 
terfere with Catholic-only en- 
claves policed by gunmen of 
the Irish Republican Army. 
Later the UDA let the army 
take over the barricades in one 
sector but maintained unarmed 


patrols behind them. 


While the IRA generally con- 


tinued to observe the cease-fire 
that the guerrilla command de- 
clared last week, a wave of 
sectarian attacks continued. 


Wednesday night a man was 


shot in the thighs in a Catholic 
district of Belfast and another 
was shot in the shoulder in an- 
other Catholic section. 


A volley also was fired at an 


army patrol, but nobody was 
hit, and the troops didn't return 
the fire. 


Eight men were murdered 


over the weekend — two Prot- 
estants, five Catholics and a 
young Jehovah's Witness vis- 
iting from England. 


Two more Protestant broth- 


ers, 19 and 20 years old, were 
slain Wednesday, and their bod- 
directories left in a country 
lane. There were reports that 
the youths had Catholic friends 
and one of them had a Catholic 
girl friend. 


McGovern's plan 'off again' 


'Wallace will support me': HHH 


• WAVERLY, Minn. (AP) — 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey says 
he believes Alabama 
Gov. 


George C. Wallace would sup- 
port him for president it he is 
the Democratic nominee. 


"He could be an active 


spokesman for some of us," 
Humphrey said Wednesday. "I 
believe he could and would give 
me support." 


Humphrey also said he thinks 


Wallace would support 
Sen. 


Henry M. Jackson of Washing- 
ton if Jackson is the nominee, 
and possibly Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine, but not Sen. 
George McGovem of South Da- 
kota. 


Humphrey, who lately has 


adopted a conciliatry stance to- 
ward Wallace on issues other 
than civil rights, said he be- 
lieves that if the Democratic 
National Convention fails to 
choose a nomiee on the first 
or second ballot, up to 75 per 
cent of Wallace's delegates 
would support Humphrey. 


Humphrey once said flatly he 


couldn't accept Wallace as a 


vice presidential running mate, 
but dropped that stance after 
losing the California primary to 
McGovern. 


He has encouraged fellow 


Democrats to make Wallace 
welcome at the convention, 
which begins Monday in Miami 
Beach, Fla. 


Humphrey was interviewed 


Wednesday at his lakeside 
home here, where he is resting 
before flying to Miami on Fri- 
day. 


"I think that Wallace is going 


to stay in the party," Humph- 
rey said. "I've said that from 
the beginning and everything 
I've said or done has been di- 


rected toward ttvit objective be-, 
cause I believe that if he, even 
in his present physical condi- 
tion, were to bolt the party, it 
would be very injurious to us." 


If McGovern is the nominee, 


Humphrey said, "the question 
is would Wallace come out for 
Nixon. After my visit with him, 
I think it's less likely." 


Humphrey visited Wallace 


last week in the Maryland hos- 
pital where Wallace is recuper- 
ating from gunshot wounds suf- 
fered several weeks ago at a 
campaign rally. 


During the interview, Humph- 


rey said he will stay in the race 
for the nomination even if it 


means a walkout by McGovern 
supporters. 


Humphrey said he thinks 


McGovern has hurt his chances 
for the nomination by threat- 
ening to run as an independent 
candidate if the Democrats 
deny him the nomination in a 
way he feels is unfair. 


Humphrey 
also said 
he 


doesn't take that threat entirely 
seriously. "Maybe the wish is 
father of the thought, but I tend 
to discount it," Humphrey said. 


He added that such a threat 


won't influence his decision to 
stay in the race. "I surely 
would not submit to political 
blackmail," he said.

George McGovern's off-again, 
on-again welfare reform plan is 
off again. 


A spokesman said Wednesday 


McGovern has decided to watt 
until after the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention next week to 
unveil the second version of his 
plan to rewrite the nation's wel- 
fare laws. By that time, he 
hopes to be the Democratic 
nominee for president. 


This makes at least the third 


time McGovern has postponed 
announcement of his revised 
plan. 


"We didn't think thre was 


any sense in further cluttering 
up the convention," the spokes- 
man said. "There'll be enough 
going on to distract people as it 
is." 


But the new delay is also ex- 


pected to lead to some criti- 
cism from McGovern's oppo- 
nents who might have antici- 
pated using it as ammunition 
against his nomination. 


McGovern's original plan, 


based on an annual guaranteed 
income in the ll.OOO-per-person 
range, was sharply attacked by 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey of Min- 
nesota during the campairn for 
the June 6 California primary 
election. 


Humphrey and other critics 


charged it would cost more 
than McGovern said it would 
and questioned whether new 
federal revenue from closing 
tax loopholes would be as high 
as McGovern has predicted. 


McGovern has said repeat- 


edly his welfare plan is impos- 
sible without the new tax laws 
aimed at increasing revenue by 


closing loopholes. 


After the California primary, 


McGovern announced the plan 
was being revised. He met at 
his home June 25 with Yale 
economist James Tobin, de- 
scribed by McGovern aides as 
chief author of the program, 
and at least a half-dozen other 
members of McGovern's eco- 
nomic brain trust to work on 
details of the revision. 


The following day, in Okla- 


homa City, McGovern leaked 
bits and pieces of the revisions, 
and said "the old plan was 
sound but the new plan will be 
easier to explain." The new 
plan, McGovern said, would be 
released late that week. 


It wasn't. 
Nor was it released early this 


week as was subsequently 
promised. Now McGovern has 
set the unveiling back until 
after the nomination.

Skipped beat 
may be normal 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear 
Dr. 
Lamb — Can 


smoking 
cigarettes 
cause 


one's heart to skip a beat or 
feel like it stops and starts 
real quick and hard. It some- 
times feels like a nerve 
quivering. The same feeling 
as when a nerve in your arm 
or leg jumps, only in your 
chest over your heart. It 
seems a lot harder 
and 


sometimes hot flashes and a 
sweat occur after this skip- 
ping occurs. The feeling is 
really hard to explain. Also, 
can smoking cause hard 
breathing? 


I have had chest X rays, 


electrocardiagrams and blood 
work, but they can't find out 
what is causing this so the 
specialist I saw said it must 
be my nerves and smoking. 
I smoke a pack a day, some- 
times more. I have tried to 
stop smoking but failed. I 
have been smoking for about 
seven years. I am 21 years 
old and the doctors say my 
heart is perfect. It really 
scares me when this skip- 
ping takes place. It doesn't 
always happen every day, 
yet sometimes it can hap- 
pen a couple of times a day. 


Dear Reader—You are de- 


scribing what many people 
call skipped beats of the 
heart and which are usually 
early 
contractions 
of the 


heart. As long as the heart 
beats right on time, a per- 
son is not apt to notice the 
heart beat, but if you have 
one beat early, there is a 
long pause that allows the 
heart to fill with more blood 
than usual. When all of this 
blood is pumped out with the 
next beat, it gives you the 
jarring feeling that you are 
complaining about. Very of- 
ten people who complain of 
this problem do not have any 
evidence of heart disease. In 
fact, as I have mentioned be- 
fore in this column. I saw a 


lot of apparently 
healthy 


pilots and even some astro- 
nauts who had these early 
beats. When they are mild 
and not frequent they won't 
be noticed. 


I do know that they can 


cause severe symptoms and 
make a person feel extreme- 
ly uncomfortable, 
even 


though they may not be life- 
threatening or indication of 
a serious problem with the 
health. 


Some of these are made 


worse by anxiety. The hot 
flashes and the sweating and 
the changes in the heart 
beat that you describe all 
suggest that you may have 
a problem with anxiety. The 
reason for this, of course, is 
not apparent in your letter, 
but it can cause these kinds 
of complaints. 
Anxiety is 


usually associated with fear 
of some impending event or 
fear that something is going 
to happen. 


Smoking cigarettes aggra- 


vates anxiety and can cause 
the heart to be more ir- 
ritable and cause the symp- 
toms that you have. So can 
excess coffee and indiges- 
tion. You should stop smok- 
ing, stop coffee (you can 
substitute one of the caffe- 
ine-free p r o d u c t s if you 
wish), and start a good gen- 
eral exercise p r o g r a m . I 
have seen a lot of people 
overcome this problem by 
gradually increasing t h e i r 
exercise capability. 


Ask your doctor to check 


your thyroid function. If you 
continue to have these prob- 
lems, despite stopping tobac- 
co and coffee and starting a 
moderate exercise program, 
you should see a psychiatrist 
and see if he can help you 
with anxiety-provoking situa- 
tions in your life that may 
be aggravating your prob- 
lem.

— Bobby Fischer made a full 


bt and penitent apology to Boris 
s-. Spassky today, and organizers 
# of the world chess champion- 
la ship match said the two would 


meet for their first game Sun- 
day night. 


The organizers said it had 


been agreed in principle to hold 
the drawing tonight to deter- 
mine which player would have 
the white pieces and with them 
the first move. 


The young American, in a let- 


ter delivered by hand this 
morning to the world chess 
champion from the Soviet Un- 
ion, apologized for his "dis- 
respectful behavior." 


Fischer, whose delayed arriv- 


al doubled the prize money for 
both him and Spassky but also 
•tar tad an avalanche of «on- 
furion, asked the Rwplan to 
"accept my sucemt apology." 


"I simply became carried 


«t»y by my petty diapute over 
BOOM? Jtth the Icelandic chess

The temperamental Ameri- 


can also apologized to Dr. Max 
Euwe, president of the Inter- 
national Chess Federation, the 
Icelanders, "the thousands of 
fans around the world and es- 
pecially to the millions of fans 
and the many friends I have in 
the United States." 


However, Fischer brushed 


aside a demand from the Soviet 
Chess Federation that he forfeit 
the first match because of his 
tardy arrival. He said this 
"would 
place 
me 
at 
a 


tremendous handicap" and he 
didn't believe the "world's 
champion desires such an ad- 
vantage in order to play me." 


"I know you to be a sports- 


man and a gentleman, and I 
am looking forward to some ex- 
citing chess games with you," 
Fischer concluded. 
. Earlier Euwe had met other 
demands the Russians made on 
him and suggested that the 
start of the match be delayed 
further. 


Euwe, president of the Inter- 


national Chess Federation, said 
he didn't penalize Fischer for 
his late arrival in Iceland be- 
cause the American challenger 
is "living in another world." He 
said Spassky, the Russian 
world title holder, was "very 
upset" and that he would like 
to give him another week be- 


fore the first game. 


Euwe also admitted he had 


violated the rules in allowing 
two previous postponements in 
the start of the match. He 
promised strict rule enforce- 
ment in the future. 


The 24-game series between 


Fischer and Spassky had been 
scheduled to start Sunday. Fis- 
cher stayed in New York, hold- 
ing out for more money, and 
Euwe postponed the start of the 
match until Tuesday. Fischer 
arrived that day, but the Rus- 
sians objected to his conduct 
and Euwe put the start off until 
today. 


Fischer apologized Wednes- 


day for delaying the start of 
the match, but the Russians de- 
manded apologies in writing. 
Then they demanded that Fis- 
cher forfeit the first game. 


The 
American's 
apology, 


read by a spokesman at a a 
news conference, said: "We are 
sorry the world championship 
was delayed. The problems 
causing the delays were not 
with world champion Spassky 
whom I respect as a man and 
admire as a player." 


Later Yefim Geller, the So- 


viet grandmaster acting as 
Spassky's second, told another 
news conference the Russians 
wanted Euwe to condemn the 
American's conduct and accept 
blame himself for violating the 
federation's rules. 


Euwe came forward and con- 


demned Fischer, conceded he 
himself had broken the rules 
and added: "I apologize." 


Asked if the Russians were 


satisfied, Geller said they want- 
ed it all in writing. Euwe took 
a pen from his pocket and said, 
"I can write it now," and be- 
gan drafting a letter. 


Geller then said the Soviet 


Chess Federation had told 
Euwe he should award the first 
game to Spassky by forfeit, but 
Euwe said he did not consider 
the request official. 


Then Euwe put forward his 


idea of another postponement. 


Fischer's letter was delivered 


by hand to the Soviet world 
champion this morning. 


Fischer, whose delayed arriv- 


al doubled the prize money for 
both him and Spassky but also 
started an avalanche of con- 
fusion, asked the Russian to 
"accept my sincerest apology." 


"I simply became carried 


away by my petty dispute over 
money with the Icelandic chess 
organizers," he wrote. 


The written apology from the 


^American challenger was one 


of the chief conditions posed by 
the Russians before Spassky 
would sit down at the chess 
board with Fischer.
